The Chicago Motor Club-AAA. 
as a Follow-up lo its Fourth o£ 
July "Bring '15m Back Alive!" 
traffic surety campaign, has com- 
pleted 'a study of Illinois traffic 
fatalities which occurred during 
the holiday period. 

Twenty-four' persons in Illinois 
were lulled in 20 separate acci- 
dents over the period extending 
fronju p.m. July A through »nul-. 
night. .July 7. This compares with 
, a' statewide, death loll of 41 in 
isi(»7,i " 

The motor eluh, in -its "Bring 
l Eni Back Alive!" 1 campaign. 
..sought to nuike motorists more, 
nware of the common sense rules 
of driving, thereby placing a. 
more -conscientious and careful 
driver behind the wheel. ' Club 
campaign, materials emphasized 
the fact thai accidents often are 
single-car accidents. happen 
most frequently near a person's 
home, usually, "occur on a two- 
lane road and mosj often arc al 
night, 

The motor club analysis of Illi- 
nois accidents over the Fourth of 
July conffrims that these were 
the key danger points (or mulor- 
ists. 

—Of the '2i\ accidents, 12 involv- 
ed single-vehicles striking fixed 
objects or running off the road. 
These accidents accounted for 15 
fatalities. Three of the accidetns 
were two-car collisions claiming 
„tlirce.JK'es. In the j.iLher_uirb_ 
deals, passenger .ears collided 
.wilh-o-lrue-k,-n-lraiti— u -minor *- 
. cycle, and three pedestrians. 

—Of the total 20 accidents. Hi 
occurred near the victim's homo, 
i:j of tlieui in rural areas and 7 in 
urban. ' 4 

— Thirteen id the accidents took 
place al night and 7 during Hie 
■ dayliglil hours, 

—Ten or (he 20 ratul accidents 
happened on Ivvo-lanc rural roads. 
Five were on city streets and five 
. were ot^ expressways. 

Ae,e of victims in the July 
-Fourth-fatal -crashes -also-was-a 



factor. Sixteen of those killed 
were under 30 years old," five 
were over 55 and only three were 
between 30, and 55. 

Only one of the fatal accidents 
was directly "attributable to"me=^ 
chanical failure. Driver . error 
accounted for the other fatalities, 
with Illinois Slate Pollco record- 
ing "speed too fast for condi- 
tion's" 'as the most prominent 
cause or the uccidents. . % 

In none of the accidents was 
there an indication that scat bells 
were worn at the time of ' the 
crash, though nearly all of the 
vehicles were equipped with seat 
bells." •• 

A major percentage of the fata) 
holiday accidents occurred at a 
late hour. Most were sjnglc-cju" 
accidents.; While police reports 
ih not .indicate a specific_causc 
for these accidents, the Chicago 
Motor Club lists probable causes 
as driver fatigue or actual dozing 
at the wheel; alcohol; and "over 
driving" the headlights, that Is, 
'driving at a speed so fast that the 
driver cannot repel to what he 
sees when it finally, appears with- 
in the range of his lights.
